Alexandrov twice was in serious 
difficulties during 
Stalin’s life­

war in 1947 and 1949. 


AVOIDED PURGE 
But he avoided a purge and 
made a comeback while Malenkov 
was Premier.

Ehrenburg for his “hate Germans” 
campaign. 
The war had just ended and the 
Kremlin had decided to try to 
convert Germany to Soviet Com­ 
munism. Tire Ehrenburg line, in­ 
tended to make Soviet soldiers 
boil at the very sight of a G er­ 
man soldier or civilian, no longer 
suited Stalin’s needs.

In 1949 he was ousted from the 
editorial board of the Communist 
Party magazine “Bolshevik.” 
This was because the magazine 
had favorably reviewed a book by 
purged Politburo member Nikolai 
Voznesensky.

A former Army paratrooper yes­ 
terday climbed 187 feet up one of 
San Rafael-Richmond Bridge tow­ 
ers, opened a parachute in the 
breeze and floated gently to the 
water below. 
He was identified by Associated 
Press as Jim (Crash) Carson, 2 <, 
who was fished out of the bay by 
friends in a boat. 
According to the AP, Carson had 
planned to make it a two-on-one- 
parachute affair, with Robert L. 
Niles, 28, hanging on the webbing. 
But windy conditions discouraged 
Niles, who has jumped from both 
the Golden Gate and Bay Bridges. 
The two are members of a little 
group self-styled the “Thrill M ast­ 
ers.” 
An unidentified witness to the 
event told the press th at a cam era­ 
man was at the scene recording 
the stunt. 
The two apparently w’ent out to 
the bridge in a boat, and climbed 
the tower. Carson opened his 22- 
foot nylon parachute which filled 
in the wind, floated dowrn and was 
picked up without mishap. 
Neither the Coast Guard nor 
peace officers were aware of the 
stunt. The Coast Guard Public 
Information Office in San F ran­ 
cisco this morning said it would 
make no investigation. 
Niles first jumped from the deck

Third Supervisorial District to the fourth 


reopens the old proposal of rcdistricting all 


of Marin county into more nearly equal 


units. 


T h is is no arduous task. 1 wo thirds of the 


hoard of supervisors can do it merely by 


passing an ordinance. It would mean some 


rearrangement in the precincts as set up in 


the countv (hik's olikc: but precinct chang­ 


ing goes on lor e\erv elec tion so it would be 


normal operation there. It also would mean 


changing a few lines on a few maps in the 


assessor’s ollice and in other counts offices; 


in none would it cause a major upheaval. 


State law savs the board shall set up the 


supervisorial districts and they ‘shall be as 


nearly equal in population as may be.” I he 


supervisors are given leawav to consider, 


besides population, the topography, geog­ 


raphy, 
cohesiveness, 
contiguity, 
compact­ 


ness and community of interests of the area. 


There is no positive duty on the part of 


the superv isors to c hange boundaries because

Woodacre would seem to have more 


in co m m o n with either Olema or Fairfax 


than it woidd with Novato, but it is in the 


Novato district. 


It seems there might be some improve­ 


ment. 


One complaint often heard in past vears 


is that agriculturalists teceive a larger repre­ 


sentation on the board than ilicit numbers 


justified. Suburbanites point out that Dis­ 


tricts 1. 2 and 3 contain about 90 per cent 


of the population but that the two super­ 


visors representing rural Districts 4 and 5 


have 40 per cent of the vote. 


This situation is tending to cortect itself 


as 
fast-growing 
Northern 
Marin starts a 


speedy transition from rural to suburban 


population. It probably w o n ’t be too many 


vears before it will have a suburbanite as 


a supervisor. 


J his in itself, however, is no solution. It 


would merely mean that the farmers in that 


district would practically lose their voice in 


countv government. 


Really needed is a rcdistricting that would 


give the agriculturalists one supervisor and 


the suburbanites four, and put most of the 


farmers and ranchers together in the same 


district so they can have effective represen­ 


tation. At the same time the populations of 


the five districts should be equalized so that 


every voter’s ballot has as much weight in 


county decisions as anv other voter’s. 


If the board should redistrict now and 


find later that the growth of the county un­ 


balanced things again, no great harm will be 


done. T h ey can redistrict again then. As we 


said before, it is not an arduous task.

Still fresh in her mind are 
the wartime years when she car­ 
ried a knife . . . to take her own 
life if necessary. 
Now’ co s t a r r e d 
with Don 
Amerhe in “Silk Stockings,” she 
plays the role of a Russia lady 
commissar,

role 
first made 
famous by G reta Garbo in the 
film, “Ninotchka.” 


“Silk Stockings,” 
a 
musical,

“The knives were to 
dig out of the rubble, or, if we 
were hopelessly trapped, to com­ 
m it suicide. 
“I remember one time when 
Propaganda 
Minister Goebbcls, 
inspired by pictures of the warm 
reception Churchill had received 
when touring London’s bombed 
areas, tried the same thing in 
Berlin. But his car was stoned 
and within two days an SS tank 
stood guard at every im portant 
street intersection.” 


HILDE SAID th a t as the So­ 
viet armies encircled Berlin she 
herself donned a soldier’s uni­ 
form and tried to escape to the 
River Elbe. She wras caught by 
the Russians a few miles short 
of the American lines and thrown 
in a concentration camp. 
“For three months I was the 
only woman in a camp of 40,000 
soldiers,” she recalled. “It wasn’t 
as hilarious as it sounds.” 
They found she was a girl dur­ 
ing a medical inspection. A kind­ 
ly Polish doctor, who had lost 
his own daughter during the b a t­ 
tle for Warsaw, intervened with 
the Russians and obtained her 
release. 


TODAY HILDE is untroubled 
bv fears her present trium ph will 
be short-lived. She has a quiet 
confidence 
in 
her talent and 
ability as an actress. 
“The only thing I am afraid of 
Is another war.” she said. “One 
war is more than enough for a 
lifetime. I hate the way it d i­ 
vides friends as well as nations. 
“W ar is nothing but a blind 
panic 
. . . lonely 
individuals 
caught helplessly in a collective 
fate.”

WASHINGTON — It is evident 
bv now th a t control of the 84th 
Congress is in essentially con­ 
servative hands. 
Events are beginning to make 
clear that the Democratic vic­ 
tory of last fall was not primarily 
a 
New 
Deal 
victory 
but 
a 
strengthening 
of 
the 
middle- 
road forces in both parties. 
In many ways President Eisen­ 
hower is the principal benefic­ 
iary. 


THESE 
CONCLUSIONS 
are 
fortified by four current devel­ 
opments: 


1 —The 50-44 and 61-32 votes 
by which the Senate re.ircted the 
h a s t y , 
premature, 
politically 
minded 
Democratic 
move 
to 
force through now a tax cut for 
next year. 


2.—The prudence and care and 
balance with which the Senate 
Banking Committee under the 
chairm anship of Sen. J. William 
Fulbriaht. D., Ark., is pursuing 
its inquiry into the stock market. 


3.—The gathering resistance, at 
present visible in the House of 
Representatives, 
against a 
re­ 
turn to a more heavily subsidized 
agriculture under a rigid price 
support program. 


4.—The refusal by the eight 
Democrats — a majority— on the 
Joint 
Economic 
Committee 
to 
recommend 
sweeping 
measures 
to spur the economy, as urgently 
recommended by Leon Keyser- 
ling, the chief economic adviser 
under 
President 
Truman. 
In ­ 
stead. the Democrats joined the 
Republicans on the committee in 
unanimous report which sounded 
a few notes of caution but de­ 
m anded no m ajor action in the 
direction of tax 
cuts 
or 
more 
spending. Seven of the eight did 
write 
a set 
of “supplemental” 
views, but even these were some 
distance from Mr. Keyserling’s 
position in left field. 


ALL THESE EVENTS under­ 
line that a bi-partisan, basically 
conservative coalition is likely to 
control this Congress 
at 
most 
points. 


Five Southern D e m o c r a t s 
joined 45 Republicans in defeat­ 
ing the Senate's Democratic h u r­ 
ry-up tax medley and 15 South­ 
ern Democrats, plus Democratic 
Senator Bible of Nevada, joined 
the same 45 Republicans in de­ 
feating the Democratic-sponsored 
tax cut which the House had pre­ 
viously passed. 


Both of 
these 
decisions 
are 
certainly on the side of fiscal 
prudence. There is certainly no 
means of knowing now whether 
or what kind of a tax cut would 
be harm ful or 
helpful 
to 
the 
economy fifteen m onths hence. 


THE SAME DEGREE of fiscal 
responsibility is manifested in the 
stock market investigation. There 
have been no casual or politicial- 
ly slanted attacks on the market. 
Crack-pot witnesses have been 
kept from the hearing room. The 
questioning has been intelligent 
and to the point. At his press 
conference the President saw no 
phase of the investigation wdiich 
he thought was conducted other 
than responsibly. 


On the third front, farm sub­ 
sidies, the outlook is th a t the 
House will turn back the initia­ 
tive which the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee has taken to re­ 
peal the flexible price support 
law passed last year. Despite the 
Democratic gains in House seats 
last fall, conservative opinion in 
both 
parties 
appears 
stronger 
than ever against the rigid 90 
per cent of parity support pro­ 
gram. It is true that the House 
Agriculture Committee voted 22 
to 11 for high rigid supports but 
last year th at committee voted 
even more strongly for the 90 
per cent parity supports — the 
vote was 28 to 2 — and was re­ 
versed on the floor. The prospect 
is th at the committee’s recom­ 
mendation for rigid supports will 
be reversed again. 


IT IS NOT surprising to find 
the majority in Congress on the 
conservative side. Congress has 
been 
dominantly 
conservative 
mast of the time on mast domes­ 
tic issues since 1938. This is wrhy 
it was so often out of sympathy 
with 
President 
Roosevelt 
and 
President Truman. This is why 
the present Congress is in sub­ 
stantial harm ony with President 
Eisenhower. 


But unity in the Republican 
party on conservative decisions 
(taxes, 
monetary 
policy, 
price 
supports, etc.) is not the thing 
which, alone, will fortify Repub­ 
lican 
prospects 
of recapturing 
Congress next year. 


The country is fully persuaded 
th a t the Republican party is ade­ 
quately conservative. The coun­ 
try is not persuaded th a t the Re­ 
publican party is adequately h u ­ 
m anitarian. This 
is 
why 
Vice 
President Nixon, as in his speech 
in Los Angeles last week, is ex­ 
horting his party to recognize 
that it must develop the strength 
to elect a President, th at it is 
not good to ride into office peri­ 
odically on the popularity of its 
Presidential candidate.

The “confidential” records in­ 
volve the material gathered by 
the committee as p art of its in ­ 
vestigation of the “good moral 
character” of legislative advo­ 
cates.

whether

lobbyist has ever been convicted 
of a criminal offense other than

The legislative counsel said in

“T h i s 
determination,” 
the 
opinion said, “must be taken as 
expressing the committee’s con­ 
clusion th a t the public interest 
would suffer by permitting every 
members of the public free ac­ 
cess to this material. 


“THE ASSEMBLY Committee 
reaffirmed 
this 
determination 
March 4. 1955 (it was first a f­ 
firmed in 1951), by adopting a 
motion continuing the request* 
th at the m aterial be treated as 
confidential. 


“Therefore, under the existing 
circumstances, these records are 
not open to public inspection. 
“This is so not by virtue of any 
statute, or any provision of the 
joint rules or the rules of either 
house requiring them to be kept 
confidential. 


“IT IS BASED upon the fart 
that the documents are materials 
gathered by the committees in 
the course of their investigations, 
and that the committees have 
determined that the public in­ 
terest would suffer by permitting 
public inspection of them.” 


The opinion was requested by 
Senator Grunsky more than a 
week ago as the result of ques­ 
tions which the legislative audi­ 
tor's office refused to answer re­ 
garding Ray Adams, a Southern 
California liquor lobbyist, who 
was involved in the liquor scan­ 
dals south of the Tehachapi. 


As a result of the opinion, the 
Legislature is permitted to keep 
the cloak of secrecy folded over 
the 
members 
of 
the 
“third 
house,” who generally are con­ 
ceded to be as influential in leg­ 
islative m atters as are the legis­ 
lators themselves.

was 
the 
open boast of A rthur H. Samish, 
former liquor lobbyist, th a t he 
“owned” the legislature, which 
originally caused the solons to 
adopt the regulatory measures 
requiring lobbyists to register and 
turn over the records of their

Disclosures 


Not Harmful 


lo Harriman 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (U.R) — Barring 
fewer than half a dozen, the m a­ 
jor figures of the disputed Yalta 
conference are dead or in their 
declining years — their futures 
behind them. 
But to one 63-year-old Ameri­ 
can with his eye on the White 
House, the 
Yalta papers now 
published are so im portant to 
his political future as to be al­ 
most a determining factor. He is 
Averell Harriman, the first Dem­ 
ocrat in 20 years to be elected 
governor of the 
state 
of 
New 
York. 


HARRIMAN H A S announced 
he will support Adlai E. Steven­ 
son for next year's (Democratic) 
presidential 
nomination.. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower licked Steven­ 
son in 1952 and there is some 
disagreement among Democrats 
whether the loser wants to run 
next year, especially if he must 
run 
against 
Mr. 
Eisenhowrer, 
which would be likely. 
All* of this makes very impor­ 
tant to H arrim an the publics 
final judgment on Yalta and, 
•more specifically, his role in it. 
The numerous 
but 
incomplete 
documents issued by the State 
Departm ent this week will be 
combed 
by 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats for political am m uni­ 
tion. 


SO FAR AS they have been 
combed now. Harrim an is in luck. 
Next to Mr. Roosevelt and the 
late H arry Hopkins, 
H arrim an 
then was the big m an in U.S. 
relations with the Soviet Union. 
He was U.S. ambassador to Mos-, 
cow, 1943-46. But the record is 
faxi from putting H arrim an in 
the role of a st-ooge or sucker for 
the plots of Stalin, Molotov and 
company. 
The books are not closed on 
the step-by-step means by which 
Generalissimo Josef Stalin came 
to agree to enter the war against 
Japan. But, on the record as so 
far revealed, it is possible .that 
H arrim an had made the deal long 
before the Yalta conference and 
without making any of the terri­ 
torial and political concessions to 
the Russians which they finally 
obtained. 


HARRIMAN’S only comment 
on that and other phases of the 
papers now published was th a t 
he sent 1.000 or so telegrams and 
received as m any during his am ­ 
bassadorship- He wants to con­ 
sult them before talking out loud. 
Most of these did not appear in 
the published papers. 
On another 
front, 
H arrim an 
helped put the brakes on a plan 
to give the Soviet Union large 
past-w ar credits. 
He shows up, also, bucking the 
British 
and 
the 
Russians 
on 
giving huge areas of Poland to 
Russia. 


IT WOULD APPEAR on the 
face of the facts as so far de­ 
veloped 
that 
H arrim an’s close 
relationship to the Yalta confer­ 
ence would not greatly handicap 
his political career. It will be up 
to the Republicans to alter th at 
situation, if they can.

Do We Tend To Neglect Our Parents? 
Here's A Family Who 'Adopted' Seme 


“As a nation, we don't neglect 
m r children, but we do tend to 
neglect our 
parents,” remarked 
neurologist David C. Wilson of the 
University of Virginia awhile ago 
at a conference on problems of the 
aging. 
About the same day the mailman 
brought me a letter from Mrs.; 
Theodore Uber of Slippery Rock. 
Pa., who far from trying to slough 
off parents, has gone to great 
trouble to acquire and cosset th em .; 
“My mother has been dead 10 
years 
and 
I 
never 
knew 
my 
mother-in-law, 
so 
I ’ve 
adopted 
some mothers who live nearby, 
she writes. “No legal papers are 
necessary and no expense is in­ 
volved. The real daughter of one 
of my adopted mothers is in New 
Mexico and another is in Cali­ 
fornia. They can’t get home as 
often as they’d like and so I try 
to do for their mothers what I 
would want some one to do for 
mine were she living and I far 
away.” 
So when the Ubers bake cookies 
or rolls, there are always extras 
for these “unblood” mothers. Mrs. 
Uber takes them to church and 
shopping, helps them with the 
spring housecleaning. 
One of the adopteds acts as sub­ 
stitute grandm other for the Uber 
girls because Mrs. Uber feels that 
all children need grandparents. 
, 
“For bovs and girls to know j 
older people is a fine experience 
for which there is no possible s ub 
stitute,” she declares. 
Some experts on bringing up the 
young echo this opinion but there 
Is another and equally vocal school 
of thought. One member of it re­ 
cently told me th at he advises 
youthful m arried people to put as 
m anv miles as possible between 
themselves and their families. 
“D istance,” he said with con­ 
viction, “is the answer to in-law 
troubles.” 
He was thinking, of course, of 
homes he had seen broken up by 
interfering and possessive-in-laws. 
But I wonder if discord here is 
not like any other kind of dis­ 
harm ony—easily turned into h ar­ 
mony by a mixture of honest ef­ 
fort and understanding held to­ 
gether by a liberal application of 
the Golden Rule. 
Too ofen, older people are set 
in their ways, reluctant to change 
and too certain th at their ideas are 
right. Equally, the youngsters are 
likely to be a little defiant about 


living their own lives and making 
their own decisions. Sometimes 
i too, they unfairly refer to .their 
elders as old fogies just because 
they think differently. 
It may take a crisis to bring 
understanding. That's what hap­ 
pened to a young couple of my 
acquaintance recently. The older 
of their two children was injured 
in an accident and Grandmother 
sailed into the emergency with 
eager hands, affection and a com­ 
forting 
way 
with 
a 
suffering 
youngster. 
Daughter-in-law 
de­ 
cided th at she had been wrong to 
think th at a m other-in-law’s only 
! stock in trade was unwelcome ad­ 
vice. 
And 
Grandmother, whose 
life has been rather lonely since 
she wTas widowed, also learned a 
few valuable lessons. 
She’s no 
longer a neglected parent 
and 
everybody’s happier.

If you were, the partnership is 
required to file a “United States 
Partnership Return of Income 
Form 1065. While no tax is due

31, 1954, or whose fiscal year ended 
in 1954, be sure that the partner­ 
ship files a return Form 1065 and 
that you are provided with a copy 
of this return. The partnership is 
required to file a return even 
though no profit wras realized. 


You, as an individual member 
of the partnership, are required 
to include your share of the part­ 
nership profits in your gross in­ 
come for tax purposes. You are 
entitled to deduct your share of 
any charitable contributions, Fed­ 
eral income tax paid at source,

ect., if you use long Form 1040. 
If the partnership suffered an 
ordinary loss in 1954, you are en­ 
titled to deduct the loss from your 
gross income from other sources. 
This applies only to ordinary in­ 
come and losses. Your share of 
the partnership’s capital gains and 
losses are taken into account on 
your individual income tax return 
in the same fashion as any other 
capital gains or losses that you 
may have had. 
When reporting partnership in­ 
come or lasses, be sure to state 
the name and address of the part­ 
nership. Partners are required to 
report their income from self- 
employment (the partnership) on 
separate Schedule C Form 1040 and 
pay the self-employment tax of 
3 per cent on such income up to 
$3,600; 
provided, however, that 
the total self-employment income 
is at least $400. 
Some occupations are exempt 
from this self-employment tax for 
1954.
